$1  each  and  available  at  Christopher’s  Books,  Farley’s,  Klein’s  Deli,  and  Potrero 
Mail  N’  More.  The  money  raised  will  be  used  to  digitalize  the  photo  collection  of 
the  Potrero  Hill  Archives  Project,  multiplying  by  many  times  the  number  of 
historic  Hill  images  available  at  the  library,  and  making  an  Archives  Project  Web 
site  a possibility.

Maxwell  and  Ammiano 
Introduce  Resolution  to 
Oppose  Potrero  Power 
Plant  Expansion

Supervisors  Sophie  Maxwell  and  Tom 
Ammiano  have  introduced  a resolution 
that  would  put  the  city  on  record  in 
opposing  Mirant  Corp.’s  controversial 
proposal  to  expand  the  Potrero  Power 
Plant. 

If  passed  by  San  Francisco  policy- 
makers, the  resolution  would  encourage 
state  officials  to  reject  Mirant’s  plans  to 
build  a new  540-megawatt  fossil-fuel- 
powered  generator  near  22nd  and  Illinois 
streets. 

The  resolution  cites  public  health  and 
environmental  hazards  the  new  plant 
would  bring,  and  blasts  Mirant  for  its 
precarious  financial  condition,  and  its 
alleged  involvement  in  price  gouging  and 
market  manipulation  during  the 
California  power  crisis  of  2001 . The 
resolution  concludes  that  the  city’s  own 
electricity  resource  plan,  released  in 
August  2002  by  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  the  Department 
of  the  Environment,  details  a preferred 
strategy  for  meeting  the  city’s  electricity 
demands  without  need  for  the  huge  new 
Mirant  plant. 

The  matter  is  scheduled  for  a public 


hearing  on  Monday,  June  16,  1 p.m.,  at 
San  Francisco  City  Hall,  Room  263. 
Citizens  with  an  interest  in  the  issue  are 
urged  to  attend  the  hearing,  or  contact 
their  local  supervisor  in  advance  of  the 
meeting. 

The  360-megawatt  plant  that  Mirant 
currently  operates  at  the  eastern  foot  of 
Potrero  Hill  is  the  largest  single  stationary 
source  of  air  pollution  in  the  city.  The 
new  unit  would  transform  the  Potrero 
facility  into  one  of  the  largest  urban 
power  plants  on  the  West  Coast.  Design 
of  the  proposed  plant  has  been  widely 
criticized  for  its  air  pollution  increases, 
impacts  on  bay  life,  and  reduced  system 
reliability. 

The  resolution  will  not  necessarily 
stop  Mirant’s  expansion.  The  ultimate 
authority  on  approving  the  project  is  the 
California  Energy  Commission,  not  city 
officials.  However,  the  city  controls  some 
lands  Mirant  would  need  to  build  and 
operate  the  plant.  If  the  resolution  were 
passed,  Supervisor  Maxwell  believes  the 
CEC  would  determine  that  Mirant  would 
have  difficulty  siting,  building,  and

UCSF  Proposes  3 Massive 
Hospital  Plans  for  Mission  Bay

Imagine  a 650-bed  hospital  at 
Mission  Bay  - the  equivalent  of  six 
Genentech  Halls.  Genentech  Hall  is  the 
385,000-square-foot  UCSF  research  lab 
building  at  16th  and  Owens  streets.  At 
full  build-out,  this  hospital  project  would 
occupy  2,438,000  gross  square  feet  (gsf) 
of  space,  not  including  parking,  on  the 
blocks  between  16th  and  Mariposa,  Third 
Street,  and  the  new  alignment  of  Owens 
Street  just  east  of  the  280-freeway 
Mariposa  Street  off-ramp. 

The  height,  bulk,  and  massing  of  the 


hospital  complex  could  substantially 
exceed  the  approved  limits  for  Mission 
Bay,  since  UCSF,  a state  entity,  is  exempt 
from  local  land  use  and  zoning  controls. 
UCSF  is  also  exempt  from  property  taxes, 
and  this  could  affect  the  ability  of  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  to 
provide  infrastructure  improvements, 
affordable  housing  and  open  space 
development  and  maintenance  which  the 
Mission  Bay  Redevelopment  Plan  funds 
from  dedicated  property  taxes.  When 
combined  with  the  already  approved 
build-out  of  Mission  Bay,  the  existing  and

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Physician  Says  Yes 
to  Helipad  at  SFGH 

Editor: 

I read  the  recent  article  by 
Christopher  Sabre  in  your  newspaper 
concerning  the  potential  construction  of  a 
helipad  for  the  exclusive  use  of  medical 
helicopters  at  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital.  As  the  Medical  Director  of  the 
San  Francisco  EMS  (ambulance)  system,  I 
wish  to  state  my  support  of  the  next  phase 
of  this  project,  which  is  an  environmental 
impact  report  requiring  extensive 
community  input. 

One  of  the  major  weaknesses  of  our 
emergency  care  for  injured  patients  in  the 
city  identified  in  the  2001  San  Francisco 
Trauma  Care  System  Plan  endorsed  by  the 
Health  Commission  is  inadequate  access 
for  medical  helicopters.  As  a physician 
treating  injured  patients  from  all  walks  of 
life  in  the  SFGH  Emergency  Department, 
I am  concerned  that  I cannot  provide  the 
most  modern  and  timely  care  available 
without  rapid  medical  helicopter  access, 
especially  for  critically  injured  children. 
Our  nearest  children’s  trauma  center, 
Oakland  Children’s  Hospital,  can  be 
almost  an  hour  away  across  the  crowded 
Bay  Bridge. 

I encourage  your  readers  to  learn 
more  about  the  helipad  proposal  by 
reading  the  recent  feasibility  report.  It 
contains  clear  and  accurate  information 
and  can  be  found  on  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  website  at 
www.dph.sf.ca.us/Reports/PPRpts.htm,  as 
well  as  at  the  S.F.  Public  Library  (Main, 
Mission  and  Bayview  branches).  The 
Trauma  Care  System  Plan  can  be  found  at 
the  DPHEMS  Section  website,  at 
www.dph.sf.ca. us/ems,  or  at  the  S.F. 

Public  Library,  Main  branch. 

I look  forward  to  this  next  phase  of 
the  project,  which  is  an  in-depth  study  of 
potential  impacts,  noise,  cost,  neighbors’ 
concerns  and  potential  practices  that 
could  decrease  medical  helicopters’  effect 
on  the  neighborhood.  If  this 
environmental  impact  review  shows  that 
the  benefits  to  all  San  Franciscans  will  be 
high  and  the  impact  to  the  neighborhood 
can  be  minimized,  I am  confident  that 
Potrero  Hill  residents  could  endorse  what 
would  be  a critical  improvement  in  our 
city’s  ability  to  care  for  all  of  its  trauma 
victims.

Residential  Mixed- Use  Plan  for 
Showplace  Square  Neighborhood 

When:  Tuesday,  June  3,  5 p.m.

Why:  The  meeting  is  being  held  to  satisfy  the  criteria  of  the  State 
of  California  Public  Resources  Code  and  the  guidelines  of  the  Califor- 
nia Environmental  Quality  Act(CEQA).  The  project  under  discussion 
consists  of  two  components,  one  at  801  Brannan  Street  and  the  other 
located  at  One  Henry  Adams.

How  many  governmental  agencies 
does  it  take  to  screw  in  a San  Francisco 
electrical  energy  program? 

Federal  Energy  Regulatory 
Commission,  U S Environmental 
Protection  Agency,  National  Marine 
Fisheries  Service,  California  Independent 
Systems  Operator,  California  Energy 
Commission,  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  California  State  Lands 
Commission,  California  State  Legislature, 
California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game, 
Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management 
District,  Regional  Water  Quality  Control 
Board,  San  Francisco  Bay  Conservation 
and  Development  Commission,  City 
Attorneys  Office,  Board  of  Supervisors, 
San  Francisco  Department  of  the 
Environment,  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  Potrero  Power  Plant 
Citizen  Advisory  Task  Force.  Add  to  that 
three  utility  giants:  PG&E,  Williams 
Energy,  and  Mirant  Corporation  and  10 
public  intervener  groups  you  start  to  see 
how  complicated  the  local  energy 
situation  can  be.

Potrero  Hill,  chances  are  good  that  the 
city  will  trip  and  fall  short  of  getting  a real 
program  completed. 

One  of  the  most  important  public 
meetings  regarding  our  city’s  electrical 
power  and  environmental  future  is  going 
to  take  place  on  Thursday,  June  24  at  the 
Southeast  Community  Center,  1800 
Oakdale  Ave.  in  San  Francisco  starting  at 
6 p.m.  This  two-hour  conference  will  be  a 
pivotal  public  outreach  and  planning 
session  put  on  by  the  Potrero  Power  Plant 
Citizen  Task  Force,  a group  of  seven  local 
citizens  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  who  have  been  instrumental 
in  protecting  us  from  air  and  water 
pollution,  while  ensuring  safe  increases  in 
the  local  generation. 

The  task  force  and  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell  will  host  representatives  from  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  City  Attorney’s  Office, 
and  the  Department  of  Environment  in 
discussion  regarding  the  status  and  the 
options  of  the  installation  of  four  “clean” 
natural  gas  combustion  turbines  and  the 
environmental  and  reliability  issues  facing 
the  city.

D.  C.20505,  telling  them  of  your  concerns. 

Just  when  it  seemed  that  the  Bush 
Administrations  assault  on  our 
constitutional  protections  had  begun  to 
subside,  Attorney  General  John  Ashcroft  has 
drafted  new  legislation  that  further  threatens 
our  core  civil  liberties  and  rights. 

The  draft  “Domestic  Security 
Enhancement  Act”  contains  a multitude  of 
new  and  sweeping  law  enforcement  and 
intelligence  gathering  powers  - many  of 
which  are  not  related  to  terrorism  - that 
would  severely  undermine  basic 
constitutional  rights  and  checks  and 
balances.  If  adopted,  the  bill  would  diminish 
personal  privacy  by  removing  important 
checks  on  government  surveillance 
authority,  reduce  the  accountability  of 
government  to  the  public  by  increasing 
official  secrecy  and  expand  on  the  definition 
of*  ‘terrorism”  in  a manner  that  threatens  the 
constitutionally  protected  rights  of 
Americans. 

These  far-reaching  powers  could 
apparendy  be  sought  even  though  the  first 
USA  Patriot  Act  already  gave  the 
government  unprecedented  powers  to 
violate  our  civil  liberties  and  tap  deep  into 


the  private  lives  of  innocent  Americans. 

Congress  must  not  accept  new 
legislation  that  threatens  our  constitutional 
rights  in  the  name  of  security  against 
terrorism. 

Talking  Points 

The  new  legislation  would  allow  the 
government  to  spy  on  First  Amendment- 
protected  activities.  By  applying  an  overly 
broad  definition  of  terrorism,  organizations 
using  protest  tactics  such  as  those  used  by 
Operation  Rescue  or  protesters  at  Vieques 
Island,  Puerto  Rico  would  become  victims 
of  criminal  wiretapping  and  other  electronic 
surveillance.  In  addition,  the  act  would 
terminate  court-approved  limits  on  police 
spying,  which  were  initially  put  in  place  to 
prevent  McCarthy-style  law  enforcement 
persecution  based  on  political  or  religious 
affiliation. 

The  new  act  would  radically  diminish 
personal  privacy  by  removing  checks  on 
government  power.  It  would  permit, 
without  any  connection  to  anti-terrorism 
efforts,  sensitive  personal  information  about 
U.S.  citizens  to  be  shared  with  local  and 
state  and  law  enforcement.  In  addition,  the 
government  could  gain  secret  access  to  credit 
reports  without  consent  and  without  judicial 
process. 

The  new  bill  would  increase 
government  secrecy  while  diminishing 
public  accountability.  It  would  authorize 
secret  arrests  in  immigration  and  other  cases, 
such  as  those  involving  material  witness 
warrants,  where  the  detained  person  is  not 
criminally  charged.  The  act  would  allow  for 
the  sampling  and  cataloguing  of  innocent 
Americans’  genetic  information  without 
court  order  and  without  consent.  And, 
incredibly,  the  act  would  shelter  federal 
agents  engaged  in  illegal  surveillance  without 
a court  order  from  criminal  prosecution  if 
they  arc  following  orders  of  high  Executive 
Branch  officials.

NEIGHBORS  NERVOUS  OVER  PLANS  FOR  NEW  CHURCH 
Plans  for  the  St  Gregory  Nyssen  Episcopal  church  that  would  occupy  a quarter  of  a 
block  at  De  Haro  and  Mariposa  streets  drew  protests  from  neighbors  who  saw  a threat 
to  their  views  and  to  gardens  they  claimed  would  be  shadowed  for  much  of  the  day  if 
the  structure  is  built.  Of  prime  concern  are  two  spires,  which  would  rise  64  feet  from 
De  Haro  Street,  as  high  as  the  tower  of  the  Anchor  Steam  Brewery  across  the  street.  The 
pastor,  Rev.  Donald  Schell,  said  the  present  plans  were  already  a modification  in 
response  to  neighbors’  concerns. 

HILLERS  MOBILIZE  TO  IMPROVE  MCKINLEY  PARK 

Parents  have  organized  to  fight  for  a clean,  safe  space  for  both  children  and  adults  to 
enjoy.  They  are  upset  by  the  threats  to  health  and  safety  posed  by  dogs  at  McKinley 
Square  Park.  They  complain  of  aggressive  dogs,  and  dog  feces  and  urine  often  found  in 
the  unenclosed  childrens  play  area.  One  neighbor  said  that  some  evenings  he’s  seen  as 
many  as  100  dogs  gathered  in  the  park.  The  organizers  want  Rec  and  Parks  to  build  an 
enclosed  play  area  with  additional  play  equipment. 

HUNDREDS  RALLY  IN  SUPPORT  OF  FULL  LIBRARY  FUNDING 
More  than  500  people  gathered  in  front  of  City  Hall  in  May  to  demand  full  funding  for 
the  library  budget  for  the  entire  fiscal  year.  Mayor  Frank  Jordan  had  proposed  that  a full 
years  worth  of  library  funding  and  services  would  be  contingent  on  the  passage  in 
November  of  a property  parcel  tax  earmarked  for  the  libraries.  The  structure  and 
amount  of  the  tax,  the  General  Fund  matching  contribution,  and  the  impact,  of  the  tax 
on  property  owners  and  renters  would  be  on  the  agenda  of  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Library  Commission  on  June  1. 

GRAND  JURY  URGES  SALE  OF  SCOTT  SCHOOL 

The  Civil  Grand  Jury  recommended  that  the  Unified  School  District  sell  off  a number 
of  parcels  of  “surplus  property,”  including  the  I.  M.  Scott  School  at  1060  Tennessee 
Street.  The  facility  had  not  been  used  as  a school  for  twenty  years,  but  was  serving  as  the 
home  of  a number  of  local  groups.  The  master  tenant  was  the  Potrero  Hill  Community 
Development  Corporation,  which  in  turn  rented  to  such  groups  as  the  First  Step 
program,  and  Samoa  mo  Samoa.  The  newest  tenant  was  the  Omega  Boys  Club,  which 
had  moved  its  offices  from  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  The  building  has 
historical  landmark  status,  and  could  not  be  demolished.  PHCDC  indicated  it  might  be 
interested  in  buying  the  building.

The  intersection  also  currently  lacks 
pedestrian  crosswalks  and  bike  lanes. 

In  order  to  improve  safety  at  this 
location  Catellus  Development  Corp.,  the

After  18  months  he  has  no  leads 
and  zero  suspects; 

• In  the  1 8 months  following  the  9/1 1 attacks  he  successfully  prevented  any 
public  investigation  into  the  biggest  security  failure  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States; 

• Removed  more  freedoms  and  civil  liberties  for  Americans  than  any  other 
president  in  U.S.  history; 

• Entered  office  with  the  strongest  economy  in  U.S.  history  and  in  less  than  two 
years  turned  every  single  economic  category  straight  down. 

If  you  can  believe  it,  this  is  an  edited  list.  So  it  goes.

The 
Russos  are  on  old  Potrero  Hill  family  and 
the  grandfather  used  to  own  a fish  store  on 
the  Hill.  Apparently  his  two  sons  had  a 
falling  out  and  stopped  speaking  to  each 
other  even  though  they  lived  practically 
next  door  to  each  other,  one  on  Texas,  the 
other  on  Missouri  ...  In  his  flights  about 
the  Hill  and  in  Baja  Potrero  Hill  (aka  the 
Inner  Mission)  the  bird  has  noticed  some 
changes  in  weather  patterns  along  certain 
corridors.  He’s  blaming  it  on  the  numerous 
humongous  construction  projects  . . . The 
bird  would  welcome  a crumb  or  two  of 
gossip,  e-mail  him  at  wtattler@aol.com 


If  you  were  enjoying  a typical  Sunday 
last  weekend,  perhaps  sitting  at  the 
kitchen  table,  reading  the  Sunday 
Chronicle,  or  maybe  working  out  in  the 
garden,  you  would  have  been  interrupted 
by  a booming  continuous  sound.  The 
sound  of  drums,  horns,  and  joyful  voices 
rising  to  the  very  top  of  Potrero  Hill.  Like 
an  aural  earthquake  this  noise  rolled  over 
the  streets  and  through  the  air,  continuing 
until  long  after  the  sun  had  set.  It  was  the 
sound  of  a city  pulsing  and  alive.  It  was 
the  sound  of  San  Franciscos  Carnival. 

From  Baja  Potrero  through  the  streets 
of  the  Mission  scantily  dressed  dancers 
clad  in  g-strings  and  ethnic  garb,  adorned 
with  feathers,  boas,  and  buckets  of  glitters 
took  over  the  streets  in  an  endless  orgy  of 
movement  and  music.  The  smell  of  sweat, 
incense,  marijuana,  and  rum  wafted 
through  the  crowds. 

On  display  were  dancers  and  dances 
from  all  over  the  world  - Cuba,  Brazil, 
India,  Jamaica.  The  rhythm  was  felt  by  all, 
and  the  dancers  included  every  size,  shape, 
color,  age,  and  gender  identity  you  could 
dream  up.  This  is  the  beauty  of  carnival  - 
it  is  not  just  a display  of  flesh,  but  an 
exhalation  of  the  diverse  manifestation  of 
that  flesh.  Skinny  bodies  danced  next  to 
fleshy  ones,  white  girls  and  boys  moved  in 
rhythm  with  dancers  who  were  expressing 
the  glory  of  their  cultural  heritage.  This 
celebration  of  the  salad  bowl  of  San 
Francisco  highlights  not  just  the 
multicultural  majesty  of  our  city,  but  the 
fusion  of  these  cultures.  Old  and  new, 
from  Native-American  dance  to  hip-hop,

are  seamlessly  weaved  together.  We  are  all 
out  there,  fearless  and  exuberant,  half- naked 
and  dancing  until  our  feet  go  numb.  Some 


dancers  where  magnetic  in  their  movements, 
others  tried  gamely  to  keep  up.  It  didn’t 
matter.  Everyone  was  gorgeous. 


But  it  isn’t  just  ethnic  dances  invading 
the  streets.  Other,  sometimes  quirkier,  San 
Franciscan  residents  joined  in  the  throng. 
The  Garbage  men,  Norcal  Waste  Systems 
contingent  in  the  parade,  perform  stunts 
with  big  stainless  steel  garbage  cans.  They 
hoist  the  cans  over  their  shoulders  while 
moving  in  figure  eights.  They  throw  the 
cans  in  the  air.  They  are  doing  the  garbage 
man  dance.  The  Pirate  Re-enactors  also 
showed  up,  happily  dressed  in 
swashbuckler  gear,  swords  waving.  The 
Birds  of  Paradise  held  sway  with  some  of 
the  most  risqu^  costumes.  Men  and 
women  wearing  huge  plumes  of  feathers, 
covered  head  to  toe  in  glitter,  if  not  much 
else. 

And  the  drumming.  The  heartbeat  of 
carnival.  The  drummers  hands  were 
bloody  and  calloused  by  the  end  but  it 
made  no  difference.  After  the  Brazilian 
drummers  had  finished  a post-parade 
stage  performance  on  Harrison  Street  they 
still  had  not  stopped  pounding  out  the 
beat.  They  left  the  stage  still  drumming, 
even  though  they  had  been  going  for  over 
eight  hours  straight,  as  if  stopping  wasn’t 
possible. 

But  stop  it  must.  It  is  over  now.  The 
Hill  is  quiet  once  more.  Next  Sunday  it 
will  feel  eerily  quiet  as  we  read  the  comics, 
or  eat  our  breakfast,  as  if  something  is 
missing.  All  that  remains  is  the  confetti 
that  still  lies  in  the  streets,  the  hint  of 
glitter  on  our  bodies  that  hasn’t  quite 
washed  off.  Until  next  year.

Eliot  Fintushel  performs  Apocalypse:  The 
Book  of  Revelation  at  the  Marsh,  1062 
Valencia  St.  This  word-for-word  rendition 
of  Christianity’s  closed  book,  Revelations, 
finds  Fintushel  embodying  the  Whore  of 
Babylon,  a band  of  bloodthirsty  angels,  and 
the  Four  Horsemen  of  the  you-know-what, 
through  the  use  of  masks  and  ancient 
music.  Many  performances  of  classic  texts 
have  relocated  the  classics  in  modern  time 
and  place:  think  Clueless,  Jane  Austens 
Emma  modernized  with  perfect  pitch,  or 
even  the  Hamlet  I once  saw,  set  in  a 
modern  day  militaristic  African  nation. 
Fintushels  variation  on  this  is  to  set  his 
rendering  in  modern-day  Iraq  and  to  view 
Revelations  as  analogous  to  Christianity’s 
Pentagon  Papers  or  even  the  battle  plan  of 
the  Christian  right  for  the  year  96  (that 
would  be  96,  when  the  Apostle  John 
penned  them  in  a Roman  Penal  Colony, 
not  1996...).  Fintushel,  who  has  won 
NEA’s  Solo  Performer  Fellowship  twice, 
explores  these  complex  and  timely  issues, 
even  through  the  presentation  of  this  most 
ancient  story.

running  the  plant  without  the  city’s  support. 

“This  resolution  tells  the  California 
Energy  Commission  that  the  city  has  a 
better  plan,”  said  Maxwell.  “We  don’t 
need  Mirant’s  new  plant,  and  we  don’t 
want  it.” 

Southeast  San  Francisco  is  home  to 
the  city’s  densest  cluster  of  heavy  industry, 
including  its  two  primary  power  plants. 
Industrial  pollution  has  been  linked  to 
adverse  health  and  environmental  impacts 
in  the  community,  including  high  rates  of 
asthma  and  cancer.  Activists  have  pushed 
city  and  state  officials  to  stop  the  Mirant 
expansion  for  the  past  four  years,  and 
have  worked  to  close  the  74-year-old 
Hunters  Point  plant,  which  still  operates  a 
few  miles  south,  for  more  than  a decade. 

Mirant  has  argued  that  its  new  plant 
is  necessary  to  close  the  Hunters  Point 
facility,  but  the  city  energy  plan  and  other 
recent  power  forecasts  dispute  that  claim. 
After  studying  the  issue  since  late  1999, 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant  Citizens  Advisory 
Task  Force  has  urged  city  officials  take 
action  against  the  Mirant  project  in  favor 
of  other  solutions. 

“This  is  a choice  between  the  biggest 
power  plant  San  Francisco  has  ever  seen 
and  a community  energy  plan  that  can 
avoid  the  Potrero  expansion’s  severe 
pollution  impacts,  while  improving  energy 
reliability  and  supporting  local  jobs,”  said 
Greg  Karras,  senior  scientist  for 
Communities  for  a Better  Environment,  a 
nonprofit  group  that  has  participated  in 
efforts  to  limit  impacts  of  local  industrial 
operations.  “Mirant’s  plan  and  the  city’s 
plan  are  in  direct  competition,  and  Mirant 
is  not  backing  down.  We  need  to  stop 
Mirant  now.” 

As  part  of  the  city  energy  plan,  PUC 
officials  hope  to  install  three  new  50-mega- 
watt natural  gas-fired  combustion  turbine 
power  plants,  and  one  50-megawatt 


cogeneration  plant,  at  as  yet  undetermined 
sites  within  San  Francisco.  While  they 
would  impact  air  quality,  these  so  called 
“peaker”  units  are  smaller,  much  more 
flexible  and  would  improve  system 
reliability.  The  city’s  energy  plan  also  calls  for 
increased  transmission  into  the  city  and 
aggressive  conservation  measures  to  lower 
demand. 

The  four  peakers  were  provided  to  the 
city  by  the  state  as  part  of  a multi-million 
dollar  legal  settlement  with  Williams 
Corporation,  an  out-of-state  power 
company  that  admitted  to  manipulating 
California  energy  prices.  Based  on  its 
agreement  with  the  state,  the  city  must 
secure  locations  for  the  peakers  before 
December,  or  rhey  must  be  returned.  San 
Francisco  PUC  staff  is  investigating  all 
possible  siting  options  and  has  not 
announced  where  it  might  locate  the  new 
plants.  However,  due  to  existing  power 
infrastructure  and  available  industrial 
land,  San  Francisco’s  Central  Waterfront  is 
among  potential  locations  for  one  or  more 
of  the  units. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  has  pledged  to 
work  with  the  city  and  community  in 
assuring  a public  process  before  any  new 
plants  are  sited  in  the  area.  She  has  asked 
PUC  staff  and  community  members  to 
help  develop  a process  of  public  forums  to 
explore  the  city’s  energy  production 
requirements  and  plant  siting  options. 

“Implementing  the  (city’s)  energy 
plan  is  another  process  altogether,”  said 
Maxwell.  “The  PUC  needs  to  show  why 
we  might  need  the  new  peakers,  explain 
their  siting  criteria,  and  tell  us  what  sites 
meet  that  criteria.  We  will  need  strong 
community  involvement,  no  matter  what 
communities  are  involved  and  how  long  it 
takes.  1 hope  the  process  will  start  soon.”

future  impacts  of  Pac  Bell  Park,  and  long- 
range  development  plans  for  Dogpatch,  Pier 
70  and  the  Third  Street  corridor,  the  impact 
on  traffic,  parking,  housing,  city  services  and 
quality  of  life  will  be  significant.  All  of  the 
ballpark  parking  lots  except  the  approxi- 
mately 1 ,800-space  Port  parking  lot  east  of 
Third  Street  are  on  property  leased  for  less 
than  five  years,  and  will  be  developed  for  a 
hotel,  streets  and  housing  under  the  Mission 
Bay  Plan.  The  Port  parking  lot,  an  interim 
use  of  land  zoned  as  open  space,  is  leased  to 
China  Basin  Ballpark  Company  for  seven 
more  years. 

This  is  only  one  of  three  potential 
hospital  replacement  scenarios  at  Mission 
Bay  that  are  under  consideration  by  the 
university  to  replace  Long  and  Moffitt 
hospitals  which  are  on  the  Parnassus 
campus  and  which  are  functionally 
obsolete. 

While  a single  650-bed  facility,  the 
university’s  preferred  alternative,  is 
possible  at  Mission  Bay,  the  Parnassus 
campus  couldn’t  accommodate  a hospital 
of  this  size.  Other  options  include  a 
combination,  either  at  Mission  Bay  or 
Parnassus,  of  a 250-bed  specialty  hospital, 
probably  a new  home  for  UCSF 
Children’s  Hospital,  which  would  include 
both  children’s  and  maternal  services,  and 
a 400-bed  acute  care  hospital,  including 
an  emergency  room. 

Not  including  parking,  a 250-bed 
hospital  would  require  932,500  gross 
square  feet  of  space  (two-and-one-half 
times  the  size  of  Genentech  Hall)  and  a 
400-bed  hospital  1,487,000  gsf  (almost 
four  times  the  size  of  Genentech  Hall).  If 


the  400-bed  acute  care  hospital  is  replaced 
in  Mission  Bay,  the  University  will  also 
have  to  consider  relocating  the  teaching 
and  clinical  research  campus  from 
Parnassus  to  be  convenient  for  teachers 
and  students.  Significant  additional  space 
would  be  required  to  accommodate  these 
facilities. 

The  public  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  communicate  to  the  University  their 
concerns  about  the  project,  and  to  further 
define  the  issues  and  feasible  alternatives, 
at  a public  meeting  at  7 p.m.  on  Thurs- 
day, June  19  at  the  Millberry  Conference 
Center,  500  Parnassus.  The  comments 
received  at  that  meeting  will  help  establish 
the  scope  and  content  of  the  environmen- 
tal information  and  potential  mitigation 
measures  that  the  public  expects  to  see  in 
the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report 
for  the  Hospital  Replacement  Project.  The 
Environmental  Impact  Report  will 
investigate  the  potential  impacts  of  each 
of  the  proposed  scenarios,  and  will 
establish  mitigation  measures  to  reduce 
these  potential  impacts. 

It  is  important  that  concerned 
neighbors  attend  the  EIR  Scoping 
Meeting  to  ensure  that  the  Environmental 
Impact  Report  addresses  concerns  about 
the  cumulative  impacts  of  existing  and 
future  conditions  in  the  area.  For  further

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A Colorful  Perspective  On  Health

Summer  is  a great  time  to  visit  your 
local  farmers’  market  and  take  advantage 
of  great  deals  on  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables! 
The  stalls  are  bursting  with  tomatoes, 
peaches,  berries,  peppers,  squash,  melons, 
and  greens.  This  colorful  produce  is  also 
bursting  with  powerful  antioxidants, 
vitamins,  and  minerals  to  give  our  bodies 
a boost.  In  fact,  the  more  color  on  your 
plate  from  vegetables  and  fruits,  the  more 
cancer-fighting,  anti-aging,  heart  disease 
preventing  nutrients  you  give  your  body. 

Scientists  are  now  finding  that  the 
different  pigments  in  fruits  and  vegetables 
actually  help  our  bodies  fight  disease.  For 
example,  lycopene,  an  antioxidant  found 
in  tomatoes,  may  lower  your  risk  for  heart 
disease  and  prostate  cancer.  Carotenoids, 
rich  in  many  orange  foods  such  as  carrots, 
cantaloupe,  and  sweet  potatoes,  may  also 
reduce  the  risk  of  heart  disease,  stroke, 
and  some  cancers.  Cruciferous  vegetables, 
including  broccoli,  cabbage,  and  bok 
choy,  also  have  cancer-fighting 
ingredients.

Not  to 
mention  that  all  vegetables  and  fruits  are 
great  sources  of  vitamins  A,  C,  and  B6, 
potassium,  calcium,  magnesium  and 
selenium.  Each  of  these  nutrients  play  a 
role  in  the  normal  functioning  of  your 
body  and  may  help  lower  risks  of  some 
cancers,  heart  disease,  and  other  health 
problems.  The  evidence  is  building: 

Eating  a more  colorful  plant-based  diet 
may  be  one  of  your  best  defenses  against 
disease. 

Now  is  the  time  to  start  guarding 
your  body  with  good  nutrition  and  eat 
colorful  vegetables  and  fruits  everyday.  A 
multivitamin  pill  cannot  substitute  for  the 
powerful  ingredients  found  in  whole  fruits 
and  vegetables.  Fresh  seasonal  produce 
will  cost  you  less  money  and  give  you 
more  health  benefits  than  any  vitamin/ 
mineral  supplement  alone.  Here  are  some 
easy,  practical  ways  to  start  increasing 
vegetables  and  fruits  in  your  daily  eating 
routine: 

1 . Top  it  off:  Top  your  baked  potato 
with  chopped  vegetables  such  as 
broccoli,  peppers,  spinach, 
onions,  salsa,  and  beans.  Top 
sandwiches  or  burgers  with 
lettuce  and  tomato. 

2.  In  Soups:  Add  fresh,  frozen  or 
canned  chopped  vegetables  such 
as  carrots,  potatoes  and  celery  to 
soups.  For  a quick  soup,  combine 
tomato  juice  with  chopped 


potatoes,  celery,  beans,  corn,  and 
peas.  Heat  in  microwave  until 
vegetables  are  cooked. 

3.  With  Eggs:  Add  chopped 
peppers,  tomatoes,  zucchini, 
onions,  and  mushrooms  to 
scrambled  eggs  or  omelets. 

4.  With  Rice  or  Pasta:  Add  your 
favorite  vegetables  (fresh,  frozen, 
or  canned)  to  a pasta  or  rice  dish. 
Add  produce  during  the  last  3-10 
minutes  of  cooking  time. 

5.  Snacks:  Once  you  bring  your 
produce  home,  wash  and  let  dry 
to  have  ready  to  eat.  Pre-cut 
vegetables  and  whole  fruits  are 
great  for  easy  snacking.  Leave 
pre-cut  vegetables  (i.e.  carrots, 
celery,  etc.)  in  the  refrigerator 
and  eat  with  a low-fat  dip.  Also 
try  dried  fruits  as  snacks. 

6.  In  Salads:  Add  some  extra 
vegetables  or  beans  (i.e.  kidney 
beans,  garbanzo  beans)  to  a salad. 
Make  a fruit  salad  and  refrigerate. 
Other  salad  ideas  are  three-bean, 
coleslaw,  or  potato  salad  with 
low-fat  dressing.  Try  to  have  a 
salad  every  night  with  dinner! 


7.  With  Breakfast  Cereal:  Add 
blueberries,  strawberries,  raisins, 
or  bananas  to  your  cereal. 

8.  As  Desserts:  Choose  fruit  with 
yogurt  as  a refreshing  dessert. 

9.  With  Waffles,  Pancakes,  or 
French  toast:  Top  them  with 
sliced  fresh  or  canned  peaches, 
strawberries  or  applesauce.  Heat 
up  frozen  fruit  for  a warm  fruit 
topping. 

10.  Use  Leftovers:  Freeze  leftover 
vegetables  to  use  in  soups,  stews, 
or  casseroles.  Cup  up  ripe  fruit 
for  a quite  fruit  salad. 

June  is  National  Fresh  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Month:  Eat  Five  servings  a day 
of  vegetables  and  fruits!

Harvey  Milk  Exhibit  at  the 
Museum  of  GLBT  History 


Harvey  Milk.  Every  San  Franciscan 
knows  the  name.  Even  if  we  know  little 
about  the  man  himself,  we  know  about 
his  death,  and  the  legacy  of  his  life  — and 
of  his  death  — resonates  deep  within  our 
cultural  consciousness.  The  International 
Museum  of  Gay,  Lesbian,  Bisexual, 
Transgender  History  documents  his 
impact  upon  our  city  and  beyond  in  the 
GLBT  museums  inaugural  exhibit,  “Saint 
Harvey:  The  Life  and  Afterlife  of  a 
Modern  Gay  Martyr.” 

This  year  marks  the  25  th  anniversary 
of  the  deaths  of  Mayor  George  Moscone 
and  Supervisor  Harvey  Milk  — the  25th 
anniversary  of  an  assassins  bullet  that  gave 
the  gay  liberation  movement  its  first 
martyr.  Examining  the  social  forces  that 
propelled  Milk,  the  first  openly  gay  person 
elected  to  hold  high  public  office  in  a major 
American  city,  the  show  explores  the 
aftershock  of  his  murder,  and  his  transfor- 
mation into  a modern-day  symbol. 

Milk,  made  forever  famous  in  death, 
led  a fascinating  and  transformative  life. 
Born  on  Long  Island,  N.Y.,  he  joined  the 
Navy  during  the  Korean  war.  After 
returning  to  the  States,  Milk  - then  a 
Republican  — spent  years  as  a Wall  Street 
financial  analyst,  before  eventually  moving 
to  San  Francisco  and  opening  a camera 
store  on  Castro  Street.  His  journey  from 
Wall  Street  to  Castro  Street  speaks  to  the 


remarkable  change  and  upheaval  engen- 
dered by  the  countercultural  revolution  of 
the  1960s.  The  genesis  of  his  life  is  far 
removed  from  the  campaigner  he  became, 
striving  to  bring  gay  liberation  politics  to 
the  halls  of  institutional  power. 

But  it  is  his  legacy  that  compels  us, 
perhaps  more  than  his  life.  Plazas  and 
schools  have  been  named  in  his  honor.  He 
has  been  the  subject  of  books,  films,  and 
even  an  opera.  His  personal  possessions 
have  been  reified,  treated  like  the  relics  of 
a saint.  Some  of  these  possessions  are  on 
display  at  the  exhibit,  including  the 
clothes  Milk  was  wearing  at  the  time  of 
the  assassination.  Also  on  display  will  be 
material  from  the  Hormel  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Center  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  and  items  still  held 
privately,  cumulatively  offering  the  most 
complete  depiction  ever  assembled  of 
Milk’s  life  and  legacy. 

“Saint  Harvey:  The  Life  and  Afterlife 
of  a Modern  Gay  Martyr”  will  be  on 
display  at  the  Museum  of  GLBT  History, 
657  Mission  St.  (between  Second  and 
Third  streets),  from  June  6 through  April 
2004.  The  museum  is  open  Tuesday 
through  Saturday,  1-5  p.m.  Admission  il 
$2-$4.  For  additional  information  call

Youth  Seek  to  Block  Military 
Recruitment  in  Public  Schools 


More  than  200  high  school  students 
from  some  of  San  Franciscos  most 
impoverished  neighborhoods  attended  a 
full-day  youth  conference  on  war  and  the 
environment  last  month.  The  meeting, 
held  in  the  Bayview  district,  addressed  the 
issues  of  militarism,  human  health  and 
toxicity  at  a time  in  the  school  year  when 
most  young  peoples’  minds  are  set  on 
graduation  and  summer  escapades.  The 
young  people  in  attendance,  however, 
were  on  a mission  to  educate  themselves 
and  others  about  the  costs  of  war  on  low- 
income  communities  at  home. 

The  2001  Federal  “Leave  No  Child 
Behind  Act,”  section  9528  allows  military 
access  to  students’  records  in  public 
schools,  targeting  youth  as  young  as  17, 
both  male  and  female.  Some  school 
administrators  are  afraid  that  if  they  do 
not  comply  with  the  regulation  they  may 
lose  funding  in  tight  economic  times. 

San  Francisco  developed  a loophole  in 
the  legislation  during  the  2002/03  school 
year  by  creating  an  “opt-in”  program 
whereby  parents  must  notify  the  school  in 
writing  if  they  want  their  child’s  contact 
information  shared  with  recruiters.  As  a 
result,  only  30  students’  names  were 
provided  in  2002.  A spokesperson  for  the 
School  District  did  not  know  if  the 
program  would  continue  without  support. 

“State  budget  cuts  are  devastating  our 
schools,”  Cece  Carpio,  a 25-year-old 
organizer  with  Literacy  for  Environmental 
Justice  which  sponsored  the  conference, 
told  the  audience. 

“With  cutbacks  in  education, 
increases  in  community  college  fees,  and 
slashes  in  federal  aid,  many  young  people 
of  color  are  feeling  like  the  military  is 
their  only  option,  even  though  many  of 
these  young  people  would  not  normally 


seek  that  out  on  their  own,”  she  said. 

The  event’s  young  organizers  had  an 
environmental  message  to  share  as  well. 
They  proposed  a resolution  citing  a 1986 
congressional  study,  Toxic  Waste  and 
Race,  that  found  that  half  of  all  low- 
income  people  of  color  in  the  United 
States  live  within  one  mile  of  a toxic  site, 
and  used  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  as 
just  one  example. 

Bayview-Hunters  Point  was 
established  during  World  War  II  as  one  of 
the  nation’s  most  strategic  military  bases. 
In  addition  to  building  naval  ships  for  the 
war  effort,  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  served 
as  a top-secret  radiological  testing  lab  for 
over  30  years.  The  contamination 
spawned  during  that  time  still  haunts  the 
community  today,  infecting  people  with 
deadly  diseases  of  all  kinds,  Literacy  for 
Environmental  Justice  claims. 

The  resolution  they  presented  to  local 
politicians  states,  in  part,  “the  Hunters 
Point  Shipyard,  a Federal  Superfund  Site 
was  placed  on  the  National  Priorities  List 
for  Superfiind  Cleanup  in  1991,  and 
remains  a living  example  of  the  toxic 
legacies  of  war.” 

The  students  urged  public 
representatives  to  support  the  “opt-in” 
program  by  strengthening  parental  and 
student  notification  of  school  recruitment 
efforts  in  multi-lingual  educational 
materials  regarding  their  rights  to  privacy, 
that  each  school  provide  information  for 
students  about  alternatives  to  the  military, 
and  that  the  school  district  continue  to 
stricdy  enforce  policies  disallowing 
military  recruitment  in  schools.

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A Pedestrian  Way  of  Life

Todays  highly  mobile  society  makes  it 
quite  difficult  to  visualize  other  times 
when  the  major  transportation  mode  was 
walking  — as  was  the  case  in  the  pre- 
World  War  II  period  when  owners  of  cars 
were  in  the  minority. 

True,  San  Francisco  had  handy 
Municipal  Railway  streetcars  whose  routes 
inexpensively  connected  most  of  the  city. 
But  Depression  economics  largely  dictated 
that  travel  be  done  on  foot. 

Foot  traffic  was  so  prevalent,  it 
spawned  a number  of  hit  tunes.  Ballroom 
dancers  were  delighted  to  hear  the  Artie 
Shaw  and  Tommy  Dorsey  big  bands 
featuring  Frank  Sinatra  and  Helen  Forrest 
singing  “I’ll  Walk  Alone,”  “Walking  My 
Baby  Home,”  and  “I  Don’t  Want  to  Walk 
Without  You.” 

Everyone  walked.  Youngsters  traipsed 
as  many  as  three  miles  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  Seals  Stadium  policy  of  free 
admissions  on  Saturdays. 

Despite  the  availability  of  the  Muni 
streetcars,  most  high-schoolers  legged  it  to 
classes.  Schools  made  no  provision  for  cars 
— a far  cry  from  todays  on-campus 
parking  lots  jampacked  with  student  and 
faculty  vehicles. 

College  students  trudged  many  city 
blocks  to  get  from  the  Mission  and 
Fillmore  districts  to  the  San  Francisco 
State  campus  then  located  on  the  Haight 


Street  hill  just  off  Market  Street.  Although 
proximity  to  their  residences  was  a factor, 
students  were  attracted  by  the  tuition 
which  was  virtually  nil. 

A familiar  Fillmore  District  walker 
was  a jazz  icon  who  covered  more  than  1 2 
city  blocks  to  reach  his  nightly  gig.  One 
memorable  night  he  inexplicably  carried 
his  tenor  sax  in  a large  brown  shopping 
bag.  This  bit  gaucherie  triggered  idolizing 
disciples  into  toting  their  horns  in 
identical  bags. 

But  on  that  historic  December  7, 
Sunday  morning  strollers  were  abruptly 
brought  to  a standstill  as  they  joined 
groups  huddled  in  front  of  cafes,  pubs  and 
other  buildings  to  listen  to  radios  at  full 
volume,  blaring  news  bulletins  of  the  Pearl 
Harbor  debacle. 

Like  their  predecessors,  todays 
dedicated  walkers  have  many  pathways, 
but  particularly  enjoy  the  wondrous  views 
along  the  Embarcadero,  all  the  while 
salivating  at  the  prospect  of  savoring  a 
shrimp  cocktail  on  reaching  Fishermans 
Wharf. 

The  pedestrians’  least  favorite  sight 
on  any  route,  however,  is  the  omnipresent 
motorist  blithely  chattering  away  on  a 
cellphone  in  the  midst  of  heavy  traffic. 

Chuck  Elkind,  a native  San  Franciscan  and 
a traipser  and  trudger  from  way  back,  still 
maintains  his  pedestrian  credentials  even 
though  he  now  lives  in  Southern  California.
